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A Simple Proposition 

The bosses of communist Russia used to forecast 
that the economy of the United States— call it capital- 
ism, call it fr;ee enterprise, or call it anything else — 
was due for a collapse. Then communism, having 
proved its superiority, would inherit the earth. 

Now, according to Edwin A. Lahey of the Chicago 
Daily. News Service, an abrupt reversal has taken 
place in the Kremlin. He reports that the present 
head man Krushchev,. in a recent private talk with 
Harold Stassem, admitted that Soviet ecenomists* an- 
alyses of the U. S. were wrong. 

In making this' admission, Mr. Krushchev simply 
acknowledged facts. Economic progress in this coun- 
try — especially as it has affected families of modest 
means — has been- unprecedented in history. Between 
1910 ami 1953, according to the Industrial Conference 
Board, the proportion of families in the $5,000-$7,500 
bracket increase from 4 per cent to 25 per cent — more 
than four times'. After making adjustment for price 
changes and taxes, the factory worker with a wife and 
two children took home 2Vi times as much pay in 
1055 as he did in 19ifi. The Board also poimts out that 
most American- families have automobiles, while at 
the beginning of this year 97 per cent owned radios, 90 
per cent electric relfrigerators^:80 per cent electric 
washers, and 72 per cent TV sets. All of these appli- 
ances are regarded .as luxuries, which only a few 
possess, "in other countries — most notably the commun- 
ist countries. 

Free people produce more than oppressed and 
driven people. It's as simple as that.

$4 a pound for Beef 

In communist Warsaw, according to an article in 
The New York Times Magazine, beer costs the equiv- 
alent of $4 a pound. Even at that figure it is scarce. 

The situation is similar in other communist coun- 
tries^ — and also in countries in which the machinery of 
production and distribution are rigidly controlled and 



regimented by the government. 

The point is that, in the long run, when economic 
decisions are made by government to, suit the purposes 
of government, the public at large usually finds that 
prices are high, supplies are short, and living stand-' 
ards are poor, < 

The American consumer may kick at what he 
thinks is a high price for beef, which is his right. The 
American farmer may complain because he thinks he 
is getting too little for his livestock, and that is his 
right. But the fact remains that in a free economy, 
in which markets are controlled by the natural law of 
supply and demand instead of fallible and ever-vary- 
ing human judgment, both producers and consumers 
get far better returns and far better buys than the pro- 
ducers and consumers elsewhere. In the case of meat, 
moving in ,the free market, profits of packers and re- 
tailers and others involved .in the distribution process 
are held to low levels by competition. The people 
who produce the meat arid the people who eat it reap 
the benefits. ■ 

When You Buy Gasoline 

On July 1, the price of gasoline went up. The rea- 
son was a one-cent-a-gallon , increase in the federal- 
gasoline tax, raising it from two to three cents,- as 
provided for in the new highway construction bill. 

A sales executive of a leading oil company (Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana) had something important to 
say about this development: "We certainly agree that 
good highways are highly desirable. But we do feel 
that motorists should realize that the, new tax rate on 
gasoline is the highest in the nation on. any essential 
commodity. 

"The total gasoline tax paid by motorists has now 
risen to 40 per cent of the retail price of gasoline. The 
combined national average state and federal- taxes 
have now climbed to 8.8 cents on every gallon of gaso- 
line. On the average for instance, when motorists 
buy a 15 gallon tankful of gasoline . . . about $1.35 of 
what they pay is taxes for highways, not for the sup- 
plier's products. 

"A motorist should, look on these taxes as an in- 
vestment in building better highways for his own use. 
The average motorist, who uses about 750 gallons a 
year, pays about $55 a year in state and federal taxes 
on it." 

There has been, and will continue to be, much de- 
bate as to how the huge federal road program should 
be financed. There are many who believe the higher 
gas tax is not the right way. But, whatever you be- 
lieve, one thing is sure: that tax is entirely beyond 
the control of the oil industry and the industry has no 
choice but to add it to the price of your gas.

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Spread Between 
Farm Valuation, 
Income Widens 

NEW YORK— Farm income and 
farm real estate valuations, which 
normally show similar behavior 
patterns because of their intimate 
relationship, have been going sepa- 
rate ways for some two years, cre- 
ating a paradox without counter- 
port In the records of agriculture. 
Figures compiled by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture show 
that farm income has been in a 
down trend since 1051. The decline 
in net farm income from then to 
date Is around 30 per cent, though 
there have been some stabilizing 
tendencies recently. Farm real es- 
tate prices, by contrast, after a dip 
in. 1953, have been moving up 
steadily since and are now at rec- 
ord levels on a national basis. The 
rise from the 1053 low point has 
been around 8 per cent for the 
United States as a whole; although 
substantially greater in a number 
of states. ■ ■ ; 

The Department of Agriculture 
colls the duration of this diver- 
gence "a unique departure from 
the usual relationship between land 
values and farm income," and.it 
emphasizes that the real basis for 
land values in the future, as in the 
past, must be the level that can be 
supported by long-term land earn- 
ings. For the time being, however, 
the usual rules prevailing in the 
land market seem to- have been 
offset by a number of factors that 
have maintained the demand for 
farms despite the recent earnings 
trend. 

The biggest single factor In the 
demand for farms has resulted 
from the revolution In agricultural 
, production over the last decade 
and a half with the growth of 
mechanization and the Introduc- 
tion of new and more efficient 
farming techniques. 



Rare Seal Often 
Pulls in Head 

WASHINGTON— An animal that 
can pull its head almost complete- 
ly into its neck — that's the Ross 
seal, rarest of all .■ the seal fam- 
ily in the Antarctic. Collected by 
the Navy's polar expedition last 
winter, a frozen specimen of this/ 
unique animal recently arrived at 
the U.S. National Museum in ex- 
cellent condition. 

The seal— about 8 feet long— is 
.a dweller exclusively on the drift- 
ing ice pack of the Ross Sea. So 
far as known it never comes on 
land or on the ice shelf. It appar- 
ently feeds, almost exclusively on 
cuttlefish and squid, which are 
abundant in Antarctic waters. The 
nature of its teeth precludes the 
likelihood that it is a fish-eater. . 

It is yellowish-green on the un- 
derside and blackish-brown on the 
top, the fur often being marked 
with pale streaks along the sides. 
On the drifting pack it has fear- 
some enemies-Httotobly the killer 
whale and the writhing snakelike, 
sea-leopard, most savage of the 
seal family. This, may account for 
the relative scarcity.

According to Falkenstein approxi- 
mately 130,000 copies of phamphlets 
listing the advantages for industries 
locating in the state have been put 
in- circulation outside the" state by 
the division.

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Advise Farmers, to Check 
Miller Act of July 22 
If Users of Insecticides 

Illinois farmers who use insecti- 
cides or insecticide-treated products 
are advised to inform themselves 
about provisions of the Miller Act, 
public Low 518 (amending the Fed- 
eral Food end Drug Act of ,1938) 
which went into effect July 22. • 

Dr. George C. Decker of the Illi- 
nois Natural History Survey pointed 
out that the Miller Act affects 
dairymen, producers of beef cattle 
and general farmers. , 

The Miller Act provides for es- 
tablishment op. tolerances for 'rest- 
dues- of pesticides, (insecticides, fun- 
gicides and herbicides) on raw (ag- 
ricultural commodities that move in 
interstate commerce. Under its 
provisions, the Interstate movement 
of any raw agricultural commodi- 
ty bearing an insecticide, residue in 
excess of established tolerances 
■would be illegal and the commodity 
subject to condemnation or other 
action. * '. . . 

"Since a farmer may not know in 
advance' the ultimate disposition of 
a particular crop or commodity," Dr. 
Decker said,, "it would always be 
•wise to consider that it might move 
in interstate commerce.'* '' 

Tolerances .for most of the pesti- 
cides in common use have been es- 
tablished, and if a farmer carefully 
follows instructions and precau- 
tions on the labels he can be reason- 
ably certain that the residues on his 
commodities at harvest time will 
meet tolerance requirements, Dr. 
Decker said. 

Three State Agencies 
Set Estate Planning 
Meetings for Farmers 

A series of meetings to answer 
questions on the problems of estate 
planning for farmers will be spon- 
sored this fall by the Agricultural 
Association, the Illinois State Bar 
Association, and the University of 
Illinois, College of Law, spokesmen 
for these groups announced recently. 

"Aim of the meetings is (to bring 
to fanners information concerning 
problems of estate operation, suc- 
cession, and taxes so that the farmer 
will be better able to plan for his 
own and his family's future,'' ac- 
cording to George E. Merker, Jr., 
IAA associate counsel, who will be 
in charge of the program for the 
Association. 

Some 59 County Farm Bureau or- 
ganizations will sponsor meetings on 
estate planning, . Merker said; The 
IAA is the statewide Farm Bureau 
organization. . The meetings will be 
held December 4, 5, and 6. 

At the sessions, Merker explained, 
prominent lawyers will lecture or* 
the problems of estate* planning and 
then answer farmers* questions on 
the subject. The attorneys will be 
selected by the Illinois State Bar 
Association^ " " 

On Nov. 2-3, the .U. of I., College 
of Law, will hold a course for law- 
yers i-n estate planning aimed at 
farmers' problems. This will give 
lawyers latest information on plan- 
ning estates for rural residents, 
Merker said. 

Farmers attending the county 
meetings also will be given a hand- 
book on estate' planning, he stated. 
The booklet, written by Prof. J. 
Nelson Young, U. of I., College of 
Law, is being published by ithe^IAA; 
Bar Association, and College' of 
Law. s 

"Farmers will want to attend 
these meetings," Merker urged, 
"They'll get the facts on a vital sub- 
ject." 



U, W S. Women Workers 

Grow in Importance 

One-third of all the people hold- 
ing jobs outside of the agricultural' 
field are women — more than 19 mil- 
lion of them. .The number of wom- 
en working as a percentage of total 
workers has shown an almost con- 
tinuous uptrend, the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers reports. 

The bulge in the trend line in the 
early Forties was primarily the re- 
sult of the great influx of women 
iroto industrial jobs during the war. 
The total ^number of people at 
work changed" little in that period, 
but, as men were inductdd into the, 
services, women replaced' them, to 
produce 'military goods. It is inter- 
esting to note that after the war the 
percentage of women workers to the 
total did not decline to the pre-war 
level. Moreover, since then the 
percentage has grown. 

Figures for the current year 1956 
show that nearly 32 per cent of the 
women employees are engaged in 
clerical work and about 20 percent 
are operatives, craftsmen, foremen, 
etc. Better than 13 percent are 
service workers outside the home 
and 11 per cent are employed in 
private households. Professional and 
technical women also total 11 per 
Cent. Less than 8 percent are en- 
gaged in sales. Almost 5 per cent 
are managers, officials, .proprietors 
and the like, while at the other ex- 
treme, less than half-of-one per cent 
are classified as laborers. 

The high proportion of employed 
women has an important bearing 
on various problems such as fam- 
ily income, personnel policies,' pen- 
sions and social security.

HEALTH TALK 



Fight That Fly! 

Possibly you've been annoyed 
when a fly seeks, you as a special 
friend, hovers around your head, 
sits on your hand, or buzzes about 
you room. Annoying, but harmless, 
you think. But did you know that 
the common house fly is a carrier of 
disease and capable of transmitting 
numerous conditions including ty- 
phoid fever, dysentery, cholera, di- 
arrhea, tuberculosis and food pois- 
oning, the Educational Committee of 
the Illinois State Medical Society 
asks in Health Talk. 

Flies are a public nuisance and a 
menace to health. They are filth- 
borne, deriving their nourishment 
from contaminated food .and water. 
Flies multiply rapidly, but they 
need moisture to breed. Fresh ma- 
nure is their favorite hatching place. 
Another is fresh grass" cuttings. 

Once born they fly to all the spots 
where there is an accumulation of 
filth. Garbage, is their delight, as is 
any polluted or waste material that 
is excreted -by human ,* beings and 
animals.. 

The fly is a hairy little creature. 
As it feeds, the contaminated mat- 
ter clings to the hairs. Wherever 
the fly lights, it. leaves baeteria-in- 
fected deposits in the form'- of ; fly 
specks.| , 

Germ-laden the fly invades the 
home, picnic grounds, schools, res- 
taurants, privies and other places, 
dropping its filth on eating utensils, 
exposed foobV and. teething rings. 
And- thus.. the bacteria find' their 
way into the human body. 

What can you. do about this pesky 
carrier of ^.disease? Since sanita- 
tion is the chief factor in eradicat- 
ing the fly, don't invite the pest 
into your home by leaving your 
windows .unscreened. If one ;does 
enter, don't ignore it. Use> action-^- 
swat that fly. 

Fly control is not just a com- 
munity problem, it is one for every, 
individual, because one -unclean 
person through poor . hygiene < and 
sanitation can be. a source for a 
whole new family of flies. 

Trash, garbage and other refuse 
should be wrapped' firmly in news- 
papers amid placed in disposal 'con- 
tainers. Then the cover should be 
secured tightly so that flies and 
other insects can't work^ themselves 
Inside to feed. '..; And after' the ■gar- 
bage is collected^ the • cih should be 
washed, 

.Don't leave, food uncovered. And 
;dcw/t have- unwashed -dishes >and 
cooking t and j eating utensils ■ lying 
about.'? 3tols.-unsani^ry'' practice is 
natural bait for the pesky carrier of 
disease. 

The use ' of , Insecticides has | not 
been; completely effective in fly con- 
trol. DDT,, for example, one of the 
rn|ost ; potent A germ killers,' is. not the 
"answer;; to* tiie\fly problem; although 
it 'has helped inf some instances. And 
caution' 1 should be; .exercised In, the 
appllcationi :of< insecticides/- Many 
are 'safe, but some are harmful. 

Do your part to" prevent "the dis- 
the culprit by waging a personal 
clearo-up\ campaign >v on. v^all ■ their 
favorite: nesting and resting places. 
Fight that fly!

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Weather ihclped make a lot of 
news back in 1033, as it does today. 
In February of that year, a cold 
wave struck with temperatures as 
low as 32 degrees below zero here 
in Antioch. The cold and heavy 
snow delayed trains and closed 
classes at both the high school and 
grade school. A shovel brigade 
was lead up and down Main st. until 
every merchant had his walk shov- 
eled. ! 

In March of the same year a sleet 
and rain storm covered roads with 
ice, blew down trees and telephone 
poles and left Antioch . without 
power for 24 hours. 

Another subject of much acclaim 
in 1933 was the end of prohibition 
on beer. The following story ap- 
peared in the News in April: 

"The long-awaited golden flood of 
legal beer due to be loosed in the 
nation on Friday has turned to dross 
in Illinois and the ambitious men 
who rushed into the beer distribu- 
tion business at first sign of legal- 
ized beer are today talking about 
bottled beer delivered to the home 
bearing a price tag of near $3 a 
case while -the foaming steins dis- 
pensed at restaurants and taverns 
will cost probably 20 cents, 25 per 
x:ent higher than the established 
boot-leg prices." ; 

On the same subject, another 
News story appeared later in the 
year about the amazing prospect of 
selling beer in cans. "Here's a new 
one! Beer in sealed tint cans— the 
kind you buy food in at the gro- 
ceries. . . cans of beer may become 
a reality in the near future." 

Nineteen thirty-three was the 
year that city sticker licenses re- 
placed metal tags, that the National 
Tea Co. and Strang Funeral Home 
expanded their businesses, and the 
volunteer firemen scrubbed and 
painted the Village hall at their ex- 
pense. 

For the high school age, the Jun- 
ior Class Play in 1933, "Girl Shy" 
was put on at double performances 
and with a double cast. Paul Zeien 
and Clayton Bartlett shared the 
starring role as the girl-shy hero at 
alternate performances. The grade 
school band students gave their sec- 
ond annual concert that year and 
the profits went toward the pur- 
chase of a bass horn. 

A gigantic water and land sports 
event, the "Regatta of Youth," was 
held in May of 1933 and included a 
kite-flying contest. 'The Antioch 
News gave, out 1000 kites to local 
boys and girls and then offered $2 
for the first team of three boys or 
■three girls who could keep this offi- 
cial kite in the. air for 24 hours or 
longer. 

In the line of . Society Events 
from that year, Mrs. John Horan 
was elected president of the Wom- 
an's Club at their annual meeting 
held at the Edmund Vos home. 
Other officers* elected were vice 
president, Mrs.- Clarence Crowley; 
secretary, Mrs. William Anderson; 
corresponding secretary, Mrs. vos; 
and treasurer, Mrs. Ben Burke. 
' Mr.' and Mrs. Arthur Trieger en- 
tertained three fables of bridge at 
their home one evening, and honors 
were ' won by Arnold Bushman, 
Lester Osmond and James Dunn. 

A pop com ball party was held 
by Mrs. B. F. Burke 'for her son, 
Bobby and his friends. "Making 
pop corn balls and playing games 
kept the guests busy. Those pres- 
ent were -Wendell and Harry Nel- 
son, Jimmy Maplethorpe, Betty Ui 
Williams, Mary , Lou and Bosalee 
Sibley, and Harold and Robert Gas- 
ton." .. 

An, item from the .Fashion Pre- 
views column showed that' fabric 
gloves and slipcover purses,- which 
could be made at home", Were quite 
the style in 1933. Another •' stylish 
idea was "Burnt ostrich feather 
trimming in bands 10 inches, deep 
in black and in white, to trim capes, 
cuffs, and flounces for dancing or 
■ dinner frocks."-- 

1933 was ,. also the 'year that two 
travelers from Ft. Wayne, Ind., 
roller skated ,to Antioch'— over 150 
miles.

Best at Bluffing, 
Showing Off 

, WASHINGTON, DC.— Bluffer of 
bluffers Js the white-faced capu- 
chin monkey which lives In troops 
on Bnrro Colorado Island, the 
Smithsonian Institution's tropical 
preserve in the Panama Canal 
Zone. 

Safe in the treetops, where it Is 
one of the most accomplished ,of 
gymnasts, one of the creature's 
favorite sports is to throw sticks, 
nuts and fruits at human visitors 
on the ground. Meanwhile it makes 
threatening gestures and seizes 
branches which it shakes violently 
with both hands. Sometimes It 
stands with head down and tail up, 
the white ruff around Its neck 
spread so that It appears about 
twice its actual size. The white 
faces of the creatures are like 
those of badly wrinkled, little old 
men, 

Its natural habitat is the trcctop 
world. There in daredevil fashion 
it catapults from limb to limb, dis- 
tances of as much as 15 feet, and 
seldom misses Its goal. The flight 
is made with arms and legs out- 
spread, so that they serve as a 
sort of parachute. 

The capuchins live in bands of 
30 or more individuals, and when 
on the move such a band may ex- 
tend for as much as a quarter of 
a mile through the treetops. The 
members of such a band keep In 
communication with one another 
by a call which has been described 
as "like a human imitating a 
crow,", given three or four times 
in succession. 



27 Per Cent Now 
Live in Suburbs 

NEW YORK— The population gap 
between suburbs and cities nar- 
rowed further in the 1950-55 pe- 
riod," with the 'outlying parts of 
standard metropolitan areas grow- 
ing seven times as fast as the cen- 
tral cities in the period, according 
to data compiled by the U.S. Bu- 
reau of the Census. 

Despite this trend, however, the 
central cities of the metropolitan 
.areas still contain the biggest sin- 
gle block of the U.S. population, 
amounting to just under a third of 
the total. This proportion has 
changed little over the last decade 
and a half. 

The population of the outlying 
areas of standard metropolitan 
areas gained about 9% million in 
population in the 1950-55 period to 
a total of more than 44 million in- 
habitants. The comparable figure 
in 1040 was less than 20 million. 
As a result, the suburbs now have 
27 per cent of the total civilian 
population of the United States, 
the highest such proportion on rec- 
ord. 



Men Preferred 

In Two Departments 

NEW YORK— Want to start an 
argument next time you're in 
mixed company? Well — according 
to the Better Vision Institute, men 
can. estimate distances much more 
accurately -than women can. 

And, what's more, they also have 
a slight edge in judgment of speed. 
These skills* are important to an 
automobile drive, particularly at 
intersections and in meeting on- 
coming cars. 

In tests, fifty-four men and 54 
women were measured for visual 
acuity, distance judgment, and 
speed estimation, on three differ- 
ent instruments. The people with 
good far-point visual acuity were 
found to be better than the others 
in distance. judgment and a little 
better in speed estimation. But 
driving experience had no substan- 
tial relationship in either of these 
skills. It would, seem, that "the av- 
erage driver without 'special train- 
ing Improves very little in distance 
judgment and speed estimation 
after he once learns to drive. 



Man Gets Mad When 
Police Play Unfair 

HAGERSTOWN, Md.— When" the 
police aren't playing fair, a citizen 
has .a right to get mad. 

That's the story Robert Wall, a 
23-year-old resident of Martins- 
burg, W.Va., gave Magistrate Wil- 
liam Kreykenbohm when he was 
arraigned on charges of exceeding 
70 m.p.h. and passing on a hill. 

State trooper Vic Gullmlno tesJU 
fled he had to chase Wall at speeds 
up to 85 m.p.h. before he was 
stopped. 

'T.Just got aggravated because 
the. trooper was traveling in a 
plain car, not a marked one," Wall 
explained to the magistrate. . 

His aggravation cost him $115 in 
fines. • , ,

Huge Market Now 
For Leisure-Time . 
Hems, Services 

NEW YORK— The growth of the 
economy in recent years accompa- 
nied by a big rise in personal in- 
come levels has created a multi- 
billion dollar market for a wide 
variety of leisure-time products 
and services as well as expanding 
the demand for basic necessities, ' 

An important factor in this de- 
velopment has been the increasing 
prevalence of paid vacations and 
holidays for the average worker in 
the factory as well as in the office. 
Along with this, the short work 
week has become standard in busi- 
ness and Industry and in virtually 
all other lines of activity. As a. re- 
sult, more leisure without loss of ' 
Income has become one of the dis- . 
languishing' characteristics of 
American life and of our living 
standards, and it has become a 
significant force In expanding con- 
sumer expenditures and In eco- 
nomic activity in general. 

This trend has brought obvious 
benefits to the people and to the 
nation in the physical and psycho- 
logical values to the typical indi- 
vidual and family of more time 
and money for recreational activi- 
ties. From the financial point of. 
view, however, it has been a costly 
development and an added charge 
on production. It. Is now estimated 
that paid vacations and holidays 
alone cost industry an average of 
about $200 a year per worker. . 



Ever See a Sphyq- 
momanometer 

WASHINGTON — The history of 
two diagnostic medical instru- 
ments that everyone remembers 
from his earliest visits to the doc- 
tor's office— the stethoscope and' 
the sphygmomanometer > v ( blood- 
pressure instrument) form the nu- 
cleus of a new exhibit at the Smith- 
"sonlan Institution, These instru- 
ments are part of a collection lent 
to the Institution by Philip Reich- 
ert, M.D., of New. York City. „ 

The romantic history and evolu- 
tion of the stethoscope,, began in 
1819, when the young French physi- 
cian. Rene Theophile Laennec an- 
nounced his invention of this in- 
• strument. Since then the stetho- 
scope has become not only the 
standard equipment of every med- 
ical practitioner but also one of 
the very symbols of the profession. 
" As early as 1733 Stephen Hales 
measured the blood pressure of a 
horse, but 'it was not until late in 
the 19th century that the clinical 

sphygmomanometer came. Into 
being. As the new exhibit shows, 
it was with Riva Rocci's invention 
of a constrictive cuff instrument 
In 1895 and von Rekllnghausen's 
experiments in 1901' that the mod- 
ern blood-pressure instrument was 
born. Subsequent developments 
have been merely refinements of 
these two innovations. 



Basketball? Gauchos 
Play It on Horseback 

WASHINGTON— For 65 years 
basketball has ; fascinated North 
Americans, but^the organization of 
a "Fata" league * in \ Argentina In- 
troduces; a new ■ twist. ; The Argen- 
tines play their basketball on 
1 horses. 

Originated by the Indians and 
enthusiastically adopted by the 
hard-riding gauchos of the pam- 
pas, the game of patp has been 
called the roughest of them alL 

Pato means duck in Spanish 
The name is an apt one, for the 
original "ball" was a dead duck 
sewn into a leather bag. The duck's 
head was allowed to stick out and 
two other handles were attached. 

Pato's object is to throw the 
duck' into a basketlike net at each 
end of a polo-sized field about. 230 
yards long and 90 yards wide. The 
catch is that each player holding 
the ball must "offer?' it at all 
tiroes, holding the pato at arm's 
length so that opposing players 
can grasp it. 

The dead duck has long since 
been replaced by an . official ball 
with six leather handles.

Shown in Death Claims 

NEW YORK— Motor . vehicle, fa- 
talities in the first quarter of this 
year. resulted In 11,000 life insur- 
ance death claims for an aggre- 
gate of $23,000,000, the Institute of 
Life Insurance reports. 

This. was 1,000 more claims and 
:$3,000,000. more in . benefit pay- 
ments than in the corresponding 
three months of 1955 and repre- 
sented the largest first quarter to- 
tal on record, 

If;the rate of gain of the first 
quarter continues through' 1050, 
this year's life insurance death 
claims from auto accidents may 
be expected to reach a record 
$100,000,000. '
